Shipment of Currency Begins. 

“The shipment of currency from the New 
York banks, or some of them, at least, has 
fairly set. ine and will continue for a consider- 
able period. Rather curiously, ever, 
some large institutions have as yet been 
called upon for scarcely any currency at all. 
Chicago is the chief reserve banking center 
for so many Western and Southern banks 
‘that we here feel the drain first. The drain 
on New York is largely to be measured by 
the ability of our own financial! institutions 
of themselves to provide currency as re- 
quired without calling on New York. It is 
not unlikely that within a week gold imports 
will commence, with the result of aiding the 
New York banke’ reserve accounts and pre- 
venting any stringency. With such imports 
the upward tendency of the stock market will 
continue, values reaching a higher level than 
at present. 

“ Every one at all fatniliar with 
movements will recall that each fall there is 


much talk indulged in as to the probability | 


of an unusual money stringency. As a ruie 
it all ends in talk, and I imagine such will 
be the case this year. At the height of the 
worst of it it never extends over a few days, 
and then, as a rule, it is artificially created 
for the purpose of putting a check on undue 
and unhealthful speculation. There is never 
a time, save in the midst of a monetary 
panic, the result of generally bad conditions, 
when‘ money is not sufficiently plentiful, at 
fairly cheap rates, to meet all the demands of 
| a healthful business. 


Country Getting Richer.
